Woodcock Tclography. 


On a number o£ occasions I have close- 


ly observed tlio woodcock's system of 
telegraphy. The bird's mandibles are 
furnished 
with 
extremely sensitive 


nerves, so ivrrungod that, when tho-point 
of the bill vests upon tho ground tho 
slightest sounds aro conveyed to its 
brain. 
Standing upon the water-satu- 


rated earth of a spouty bog, our bird ut- 
ters a faint, koon cry, scarcely audible 
ut two-rods' distance, then immediately 
lets fall his head'till tho tip of his bill 
touches the ground, and listens attent- 
ively. If his mate hears him she re- 
plies, puts her bill on tho ground, aud 
listens in turn. So tho love messages 
go back and forth as long an the birds 
havo anything to-say. This sort of 
thing usually happens in tho soft twi- 
lights from May to tlio middle of Au- 
gust, though occasionally I have seen 
aud heard it in the broad light of a sum- 
mer day. In Juno, 1808,1 made the 
following note: 


"To-day skofc-hod a woodcock in the 


listening attitude. Shall try to get fur- 
ther studies." 


Five years later I succeeded in getting 


throo more sketches and last year (1880) 
I got four more. Many of these and 
kindred sketches have been obtained at 
the end of indescribable earo and labor. 
The woodcock is so shy, so attentive, so 
sensitive, that the least sound will cause 
it to skulk aud hide—a thing it does 
with even greater cunning and success 
than the quail. Tho only way in which 
I eveV have been able to got near onough 
to tlio bird to sketch its natural atti- 
tuaes 1ms been to crawl <m tho wot 
ground through 
tangled weeds aud 


shrubs until I reached a hiding place on 
the border of its feeding range, and 
there patiently aud silently watch for its 
coming. This 1 hays done over and 
over again for days together before got-
